You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Town  on  Tuesday,  the  ninth  clay  of  March  next,  at  ten  of  the 
clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects : 

Article  1.  (a)  To  bring  forward  your  ballots  for  the  neces- 
sary town  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  and  for  the  ensuing 
three  years,  (b)  To  vote  on  the  following  question:  "Is  it 
expedient  to  alter  the  Constitution  of  New  Hampshire?" 

Art.  2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  ap- 
propriation for  the  same. 

Art.  3.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  support  of  the  poor,  for  highways 
and  bridges  and  for  any  other  necessary  expense  to  the  Town.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  a  discount 
on  early  payments  of  taxes,  and  if  so  to  fix  the  time  and  rate. 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  money  necessary  to  maintain  street  lights 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $150  for  the  Town  Library. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Li- 
brary Trustees  to  insure  the  library  property  against  fire, 
and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $50  annually  for 
the  same. 
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Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Se- 
lectmen to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired 
by  the  Town  through  Tax  Collectors'  deeds. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $15  for  the  care  of  the  clock  on  the  Church. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $100  for  the  care  of  the  New  Cemetery. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $75  to  extend  the  water  into  the  New 
Cemetery,  and  to  raise  a  post  at  the  west  gate  of  the  New 
Cemetery. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $15  for  the  care  of  Joppa  Cemetery,  $10  for 
the  care  of  the  Old  Cemetery  on  the  Back  Eiver  Road,  and 
$7  for  the  care  of  the  Beals  Cemetery. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Mary 
Street  from  Donald  Street  to  Darling  Street,  and  Darling 
Street  from  Mary  Street  to  Swan  Avenue.

Street  from  Swan  Avenue,  490  feet  eastward.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Se- 
lectmen to  assist  the  Tax  Collector  in  the  collection  of  poll 
taxes. 

Art.  26.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  regarding 
any  Firemen  who  may  be  injured  while  on  duty. 

Art.  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  $150  in  trust  from 
George  H.  Wiggin  &  Co.,  as  much  of  the  interest  as  may  be 
needed  expended  in  the  care  of  the  Wiggin  lot  in  the  cemetery, 
the  balance,  if  any,  to  be  used  for  the  general  upkeep  of  the 
cemetery. 

Art.  28.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors.  Com- 
mittees, and  of  all  other  officers  heretofore  chosen,  and  to 
transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before 
said  meeting.
